1941 AAA PAYMENT 
RATES ANNOUNCED 


AUBURN, Ala, The principal 
change in rates of payments for 
1941 AAA program is that of 


| making available a greater share 


of funds to farmers who carry out 
approved  soil-building practices, 
according to A, W. Jones, State 
AAA administrative officer. 

The payments for Southern 
crops based on normal yields of 
acreage allotments are: Cotton, 
87 cents per pound; Peanuts, 

25 per ton; Commercial Pota- 
toes, 2.8 cents per bushel; Flue- 
Cured ‘Tobacco, 0.8 cents per 
pound, These payments are con- 
tingent upon the $500,000,000 ap- 
propriation authorized in 1988 Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act, and 
rates are subject to revision up- 
ward or downward, based on num- 
ber of farmers participating. 

“The 1941 program continues 
provisions aimed at more soil con- 
servation,” Jones said. ‘There is, 
for example, the provision enabling 
farmers to plan 5-year conserva- 
tion programs for their farms such 
as is being used in Alabama in 
1941.”

More than one-third of all the 
automobiles and trucks ever pro- 
duced in the United States are still 
traveling the highways, Mr. J. B.

Since 1900, he asserts, almost

POSTOFFICES DELAYED| 4? TWO ELBA CHURCHES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — The 
government is holding up construc-

With Stockade 


Military Engineering Used 
By Reds Before White 
Man Arrived. 


NEW YOR%.—American Indians 
discovered and used some of the 
modern principles of military engi- 
neering long before the coming of 
the white man, according to Prof 
W. Duncan Strong of the depart- 
ment of anthropology of Columbia 
university in a report on archcolo- 
gical studies of the Northern Great 
Plains of America, 

Conducting the first extensive ex- 
ploration of a prehistoric Indian fort 
more than 300 years old, Dr. Strong 
and his associates examined the re 
mains of Indians who inhabited 


parts of South Dakota during the 
Seventeenth century. The construc 
tion of the moat and stockade sur 


« 


rounding the fortified village makes 
{t apparent that the Indians had 
some knowledge of engineering be- 
fore their contact with European 


settlers, Dr. Strong says 

The design of the fortifications 
proved to be distinctly Indian in 
origin. The tribe, which lived chief 
ly by farming, apparently built the 
fort as a protection against bands 
of marauding nomad hunter The 


survey of Indian villages in the up- 
per Missouri river valley, where the 
prehistoric fort was discovered, was 
made in conjunction with the Uni- 
versity of South Dakota. 

Moat Around Village. 

“Approximately 1,500 Indians had 
lived in a village surrounded by 
wooden stockades and a moat one 
and one-half miles in circumfer- 
ence,’’ Professor Strong reports. 
“Excavations show that the ditch, 
which at present is one foot in 
depth, was originally filled with wa- 
ter four feet deep. 

“The wooden stockades closely re- 
semble the ferts built later by the 
whites. The fortifications built by 
the settlers had blockhouses jutting 
from each corner that, because the 
Europeans possessed rifles, enabled 
the defenders to guard the outside 
of the walls. Since the arrows of 
the Indians had a much shorter 
range than the rifles, the fort con- 
structed by the red men had bas- 
tions projecting from the side of 
the stockade about every 100 yards 
so that the Indians could shoot their 
arrows along the walls. 

Two Types of Houses. 

“Within the fortification were 
shallow circular depressions, mark- 
ing the places where. the earth 
lodges of the Indians had been. 
Four of these depressions were ex- 
cavated to determine the type of 
houses used. It was found that the 
inhabitants lived in beth a round 
and a rectangular type of building. 
They were ccnstructed with a tim- 
ber framework over which rafters 
and finally a layer of earth had been 
placed. 

“Absence af any material made 
by Europeans shows that the village 
was abandoned before the traders 
had made thetr way into the region. 
Hoes made of the shoulder-blades 
of buffaloes and charred corn 
showed that agriculture was prac- 
ticed, while bone fishhooks and 
numerous bones of game animals 
indicated that hunting and fishing 
were also important economic ac- 
tivities. 

“A second Indian village in the 
Same region was excavated and the 
iron fish hooks and scraps of brass 
found in the cache pits prove that 
the village was occupied after trade 
with the whites had begun in the 
Missouri valley. The second vil- 
lage was probably built by the Ari- 
kara tribe in the latter part of the 
Eighteenth century.’

The Lord is coming! 

One of the chief reasons for the 
worldliness in our churches today, 
the indifference toward soul win 
ning, and the neglect of personal ho- 
liness, is that preachers and people 
alike have neglected the truth of 
the second coming of Christ. He is 
coming again—are you ready? Am 
I? These are serious and urgent 
questions. 

I, The Lord Is Coming—Be Wait- 
Ing (vv. 35, 36). 

Lights burning and loins girt 
ready to serve Him, such should be 
our daily attitude toward His com- 
ing. Believers are to be “looking 
for’’ Him (Titus 2:13), They ‘love 
his appearing” (II Tim, 4:8). Their 
hope is not in this world, but they 
are “looking forward earnestly de- 
siring’ (II Pet. 3:11, 12, R. V.) the 
outworking of God's plan and pur- 
pose. 

II. The Lord Is Coming—Be Ready 
(vv. 37-40). 

He may come at midnight, or in 
the morning; we do not know the 
day or hour (v, 40, cf. Matt. 24:36), 
but it will be when the world does 
not expect it (vv. 39, 40). “Be ye 
ready’ is the command to every 
Christian, ever watchful for the 
coming of our Lord. 

The full meaning of verse 37 we 
will not know until we come to that 
glorious day, but it clearly indicates 
a great blessing and reward for 
those who are ready when He 
comes. 

III. The Lord Is Coming—Be Busy 
(vv, 41-44), 

Peter's question is not directly 
answered, but by inference he is 
told that he may be one of those 
to whom this blessing will come by 
being about the Master's business. 

Critics of the teaching of the hope 
of the Lord’s return sometimes say 
that looking for Him ‘‘cuts the nerve 
of missionary endeavor’; that is, 
makes men impractical and vision- 
ary, not willing to work for God. 
To prove how untrue that is one 
need only investigate who it is that 
furnishes most of the men and 
means to evangelize the world. He 


will find that it is the evangelical hy. 


believers in the Lord’s return. 


Looking for Christ means occupy- 
ing until He comes (Luke 19:13), do- 
ing the Lord’s work here and now 
(v. 42), while awaiting His coming, 


“Jesus compares teachers to 
house stewards (Matt. 24:45, 46; 
Acts 20:28; I Cor. 4:1; I Pet. 4:10). 
A steward’s business is to give to 
each one in the household his por- 
tion of meat in due season (John 
21:15-17; I Pet. 5:2; Jer. 3:15). The 
faithful and wise steward is the one 
who actually does this. There are 
many foolish and unfaithful stew- 
ards who feed themselves, not the 
household (cf. Ezek. 34:2, 3); or 
they feed only a portion of the 
household; or they give something 
else than food (philosophy or sociol- 
ogy, instead of the pure Word of 
God; cf. I Pet, 2:2; 4:10, 11); or 
they do not give the food ‘in due 
season.’ The steward who is faith- 
ful and wise is also blessed. Having 
proved his fitness to rule, he is re- 
warded with larger rule. At the 
bottom of the unfaithful steward’s 
neglect of duty lies his view that 
Christ’s coming is far off’ (Brad- 
bury). 

IV. The Lord Is Coming—Be Holy 
(vv. 45-48), ' 

The belief that the Lord will delay 
His coming leads to all manner of 
unbelief, betrayal of trust, and of 
sin, In the case of the servant in 
verse 45, there was first oppression 
of those under him, and then glut- 
tony and drunkenness. The picture 
is revolting, but it was really pro- 
phetic of what has taken place even 
within the ranks of professing Chris- 
tians in the church itself, 


Neglect of the truth of God's 
Word, scoffing at the promise of 
Christ’s coming (read carefully IT 
Pet. 3:3-9) leads to that perversion 
of Christianity which is evident in 
much of the life of the church to- 
day, and which causes thinking peo- 
ple to turn away in disgust. Let 
us stress the fact that this may be 
“religion,” but it is not real Chris- 
tianity. 

There is a solemn word here for 
preachers, teachers and Christian 
workers. A time of judgment is 
coming, and we are to answer to the 
Lord for the faithful use of our privi- 
leges and opportunities. It is a mat- 
ter to which we need to give care- 
ful attention. If God has given us 
great opportunities, our measure of 
responsibility will be great. Every 
chance you and I have to present the 
gospel, influence the life of our ac- 
quaintances for God, turn the inter- 
est of our Community or neighbor- 
hood toward righteousness, these 
are God's gifts of opportunity to us. 
We shall answer one day to Him 
for the manner in which we use 
them.

DEC. 31 IS DEADLINE 
FOR PARITY SIGN-UP 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm- 
crs who have not already done 
so should sign applictions for their 
1940 AAA parity payments before 
December 31, the deadline, A. W. 
Jones, State AAA administrative 
officer, announced this week, Those 
who do not sign by this date will 
be ineligible for payments under 
the program. 

“These parity payments are 
based on the normal yields of the 
allotted acres of cotton and «re 
being made at the rate;of 1,44 
cents per pound,” he said, “They 
are payments made to farmers to 
help bolster cotton income up 
nearer to parity, Farmers who 
have not signed applications should 
go to the county AAA office im- 
mediately and do so," 

At the same time, Jones said 
that farmers have until March 31, 
1941, to sign applications for 1940 
conservation payments, made for 
diverting acreage from cotton 
Froduction to soil-conserving crops 
He urged farmers to stand ready 
for signing these applications 
when requested by the county of- 
fice so that the State AAA office 
should certify them for payment 
as early as possible.

WOODLAND COMPARED TO 
DAIRY HERD BY EDWARDS 


A woodland is like a dairy herd, 
“ecording to G. L, Edwards, tech- 
nician of the Soil Conservation 
Service in the Wiregrass Soil Con- 
Servation District, 

A dairy herd can’t be built up 
if all the young heifers are sold, 
Likewise, it is impossible to build 
up 4@ paying woodland if young 
trees are removed as soon as they 
nave a market value. 

Mr. Edwards emphasizes the im- 
portance of cutting only mature 
or dead trees. Young trees should 
he removed only where thinning 
1S necessary to improve the stand, 
he says. Many of the woodlands 
in the Wiregrass District are run 
down and immediate returns from 
the sale of woodland products can- 
not be realized. 

To prevent this from happening 
in woodlands where sawlog mate- 
tial is available, the district is 
helping owners of woodlands in- 
terested in proper cutting meas- 
ures, When the wrong trees are 
cut or the stand cut too heavily, 
the entire stand is weakened, The 
woodland plan recommended by 
the district includes a regular 
schedule of cutting, which outlines 
in advance just how many and 
what trees can be harvested safe- 
ly every year. This plan keeps 
& supply of young trees coming 
along all the time. 

Where the woods are run down, 
farmers are shown how to bring 
them back into condition by cut- 
ting lightly or not at ali for a 
number of years, thereby building 
up the growing stock. 

Keeping the annual cutting with- 
in the amount of annual growth 
Suarantees a permanent supply of 
timber and still provides logs, 
posts, fuelwood, or pulpwood for 
immediate sale. It also improves 
@ timber stand and enables it to 
produce more and better products. 


ALAPOCO PAYS $1,382.635 IN 
TAXES TO ALA. COUNTIES 


BIRMINGHAM, Dec, 18, — Ala- 
bama Power Company today com- 
pleted mailing checks to the dif- 
ferent counties of the State in 
payment of its ad valorem taxes 
for the year 1940 amounting to 
$1,382,635, Of this amount, $615,- 
903 goes to the schools of the 
State. This, in addition to the 
kilowatt hour tax paid in October, 
amounts to approximately one 
million doilars taxes paid by the 
company going to the schools of 
Alabama, 

The payment of these taxes at 
this time is in accordance with 
the practice of the company over 
a period of years of paying these 
taxes in advance and before the 
holidays so that funds may be 
available in the several counties 
for the payment of teachers’ 
salaries. 


HOME-MADE BROODER 
HELPING PRODUCERS 


AUBURN, Ala.—An easily con- 
structed, inexpensive and econom- 
ically operated home-made lamp 
brooder is making small flock 
poultry production feasible on 
small farms and in backyards 
throughout the South. 

The brooder, which can be con- 
structed for around $5 and is heat- 
ed by a common kerosene lamp, 
was developed by Clyde Ingram, 
poultry specialist, Louisiana Ex- 
tension Service. Since that time 
it has been tried and recommend- 
ed in most other Southern States. 
Thousands are now in use and 
others are being constructed. 

It is designed to fill the needs 
on many farms for a brooder to 
take care of from 30 to 75 chicks, 
or less, It is built of ordinary 
lumber, tin, hardware, cloth, and 
poultry wire. The bottom, top, 
and sides are made in sections 
which make the brooder easy to 
clean or move to other locations. 
It contains a brooder four feet 
long and a wire-covered sun porch 
six feet long to allow the chicks 
plenty of sunshine, 

Instructions for building the 
brooder are avuilable at Alabama 
Experiment Station, Auburn, Ala,

Seth P, Storrs, Wetumpka, has 
found that kudzu can be convert- 
ed into cash in four different ways. 

On his 900 acres, said to be the 
largest kudzu farm in the United 
States, he produces hay, ground 
feed, crowns and seedlings, each 
of which may be sold for cash, 
He is at present producing and 
Selling about 900 tons of hay, most 
of which is ground into feed on 
his farm, and about 3,000,000 seed- 
lings annually, 

In addition to the kudzu bring- 
ing a good cash income, it is 
building and conserving the soil 
into a state of high productivity.
